RAILROADS 10 RETURN 
T0 GUT FARES TODAY 


| Two Cents Per Mile With 


Surcharge Eliminated Will 
Be New Rate. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—(UP) 


Railroad passenger fares throughout | 


the United States return tomorrow to 
2 cents a mile in day coaches and 3 
cents in Pullmans with the surcharge 
eliminated. ys 

The reduction from a basic 3.6 cents 
a mile which has prevailed since 1920 
was ordered by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission despite the protests 
of 23 eastern roads which have start- 
ed litigation to prevent it. 
i back to where they were in 


Although it applies to the entire 
country, actually the reduction affects 
only the east, since the 2-cent fare has 
been in operation experimentally for 
several years in the south and west. 
It was on. the basis of these experi- 
ments that the ICC decided to apply 
the lower rate to the east. 

All eastern carriers except the Bal- 
timore & Ohio united against the re- 
ductions, but the ICC refused to re- 
consider its decision. 

The theory behind lowering the 
rates was that the railroads, which 
have lost passenger business- steadily 
to bus lines and private automobiles, 
will win back some of that traffic 
without material additional cost.. Ad- 
vocates contended that its costs no 
more to haul a full railroad car than 
one only half occupied, and that the 
lower rates would fill the cars. The 
eastern roads, however, held that while 
this might Be true in the south and 
west, it did not hold necessarily in the 
east, region of heaviest rail travel.

He declared that during the winter 
months it was a record at Candler 
field ‘that the transport planes flew 
around the north side of the city, de- 
touring several miles off of their 
courses rather than fly through the 
dense smoke generated in improperly 
fired furnaces in that section.

-‘Reshuffle of Nation’s Utili- 
_ ties Is Studied by Securi- 


ties Commission. 


- WASHINGTON, May 31.—(/)— 
A nation-wide survey to determine 
how best to reshuffle the nation’s 
utility industry under the holding com- 
pany act has been begun by the Se- 
curities Commission. 

Moved by reports of maneuvering in 
the industry for position in what of- 
ficials expect to develop into the most 
enormous industrial chess game in his- 


blue-prints of how it believes the game 
should be played. 

The holding company act provides 
for the “integration” of the industry 
beginning in 1938 so that companies 
may operate only in specified con- 
tiguous territories with pyramided 


holding companies and interlocking di- 
rectorates eliminated. 

The constitutionality of the act is 
now being attacked in the courts, but 
officials believe that whatever the re- 
sult of this test, the companies are 
preparing for gigantic rearrangement 
of controk regardless of government 
supervision. 

The commission’s activities have 
gone so far that three engineefs al- 
ready are inspecting the New England 
field, regarded as an especially well 
integrated section even now where two 
of the biggest companies have accept- 
ed commission jurisdiction, in part, at 
least.

In a chart of prostitution arrests 
in 1935, Dewey claimed in court that 
none of the 149- girls who paid their 
weekly fee were placed behind prison 
bars.

Nelson Denies That Flogging

JERUSALEM, May 31.—(?)—Po- 
lice said tonight they. had unearthed 
a collection of posters in hand-print- 
ed Italian declaring all Jews are 
“communists and enemies of Europe 
and Christianity” after renewed dis- 
orders cost four more lives. 

Three Arabs, one a woman, were 
killed by police fire at Jaffa. A Ger- 
man Jew was slain in Jerusalem. 

An Arab committee in charge of a 
general strike called April 19, issued 
a manifesto depreciating the use of 
violence. 

The twenty-seventh Jewish victim 
of the. unrest was shot to death in a 


Jewish quarter here. He was Franz 
Bordshadt, 45, a revent settler from 
Germany and the official collector for 
the German Settlers’ Association. 

The Paleor agency reported that 
with the Arab supreme council yester-

WORSE THAN CATTLE SHACKS 

There are many shacks in Atlanta 
occupied for residential purposes 
that would not be used in some 
communities for the housing of cat- 
tle. These places are breeders of 
disease and are a menace to the 
health of the city. 

In many instances they are owned 
by those who are able to at least 
put them in decent order, but 
who are satisfied with the few dol- 
lar? monthly rent received. 

Something should be done to get 
rid of such buildings or to force 
their owners to put them in a con- 
dition where they do not menace 
the health of the public. 

It has been well said that one- 
half of the people do not know how 
the other half live, and it might be 
truthfully added that few have 
cared. As a result, every city con- 
tains sections in which the buildings 
are ramshackle firetraps, insanitary 
barracks and hovels, unfit for hu- 
man habitation, but which form 
some sort of shelter for their oc- 
cupants. 

City planning has taken the form 
of civic pride-in magnificent parks, 
‘beautiful flower-bordered  drive- 
|ways, smooth streets, majestic pub- 


tures and the palatial estates of the 
very wealthy—all of which are 
show places. to describe and picture 
in booklets, and to exhibit to vis- 
itors. 


A trip through these blighted | 
jareas of any city, not a sightseeing | 


tour to impress a noted visitor, but 
one of inspection, will disclose sag- 
ging “homes” with crumbling 
porches; with rickety stairs to

ZURICH, Switzerland.—The liber- 
al-socialist coalitidén, known as the 
front populaire, which was victorious 
at the recent national elections in 
France, has so often announced its 
intention of nationalizing the Bank 
of France, which is at present a pri- 


vate corporation, that now when the 
coalition is about to take over the 
reins of government, the shares of 
the bank are falling and a real finan- 
cial panic has broken out in France. 
It may now be seep how much psy- 
chological influences are at play in 
some of these big financial scares. 
France ie just as sound financially 
speaking as a few weeks ago and is 
not at all in the class with Germany 
or Italy, where there is no money. 
And yet in France there is a panic. 
Or rather a panic is worked up to 
frighten the people with the prospect 
of a mild socialist government. 

At this-moment of writing the gov- 
ernment has not taken any drastic 
steps to check ‘he outflow of gold. 
Yet such measures cannot for long be 
delayed. But an embargo on gold 
means devaluation of the national cur- 
rency. To counteract the frenzy of 
speculators, the guvernment needs to 
apply somewhat dictatorial measures. 
This sort of thing Frenchmen always 
hesitate to do. They believe that 
things ultimately cight themselves. But 
in the meantime there is a grave anx- 
iety at the present moment. Some 
newspapers predict chaos, ruin and 
Hitler’s watching for the propitious 
moment to take advantage of the con- 
fusion to make another surprise move. 
But you can be sure that what is go- 
ing to happen is what always happens 
in a @risis in France. When there 
is a real danger, resistance suddenly 
crystallizes and Frenchmen, sregard- 
less of caste and party, suddenly stand 
together to face the danger.

One is the 
effort to stir up a boom for ex-Governor Lowden, of Illinois, and the 
other, a movement to keep Hamilton from getting the national chairman- 
ship even -if Landon wins the nomination.

Both ‘Wedgwood and Davy tried to 
find some way to keep pictures from 
fading in the daylight. They washed 
coated them 
with varnish—but it was no use. The 
same light which madg thent would 
spoil them afterward. 

Wedgwood found that red light did 
not have much effect on paper cov- 
ered with silver nitrate. unlight 
which passed through blue or riole 
glass made strong changes, but re? 
glass could let in light with littl 
harm to the prints. Photographers to 
this day often have red light in their 
“dark rooms.”

Roosevelt Assured of Victory 
in First of Two Demo- 
cratic Primaries.

chief inspiration of its poets, Many 
duels were fought on her account, 

But who was she? 

No one cared save women who 
were envious of her charms, and their 
Wagging tongues found few listeners. 
There was not a princeling. in all 
France who would not have wed her, 
if he could. But to all their race 
she said, “No.” Her _ indifference 
broke many a heart. 

Yet a young Lochinvar was to come 
out of the west and win Pamela. It 
was at the opera, in Paris, while she 
sat in the box of the Duc de Chartres, 
one night upon the eve of the French 
Revolution, that the Irish Lord Ed- 
ward Fitz Gerald, son of the Duke 
of Leinster, first feasted eyes on this 
charming belle. He was handsome, 
brave and young—still in his 20s. It 
was a case of mutual love at first 
sight.

In later years her devoted Mme.

mur, an Englishman of good family, 
who had run off to~New Foundland 
with Mary Simms, a Hampshire girl 
of humble birth, on whose account he 
had suffered disownment after their 
marriage and who had soon died, leay- 
ing her to work for her living. 

Sold for 25 Guineas. 

But her poverty had been relieved 
by a gentleman of the Duc. de 
Chartres’ household, who had come to 
England in search for a playmate for 
His Grace’s children. According to 
Mme. de Genlis’ story, Pamela had 
been bought from Mary Simms, as an 
apprentice, for 25 guineas, this legal 
precaution being taken to prevent the 
mother’s laying future claim to -her. 

A third version of Pamela’s par- 
entage was, however, given in the mar- 
riage record printed in the masonic 
magazine the month after her wedding. 
This describes the contracting couple 
as “The Honorable Lord Edward Fitz 
Gerald, Knight of the Shire for Coun- 
ty Kildare,” and “Mme. Pamela Caper, 
daughter of His Royal Highness, the 
ci-devant Duke of Orleans.” Accord-

It states that “Pamela was 
the adopted, or, as it may be said 
without seruple, the actual daughter 
of Mme. de Genlis by the Duc d’Or- 
leans.” 

Which story was true? 

“Life seems to me more like a 
beautiful dream than reality. We are 
so happy that I sometimes ask myself 
fearfully; will it, can it last?’ wrote 
Pamela to Mme. de Genlis after she 
had taken up her abode with her hus- 
band upon his estate in Ireland. 

Became a Politician, 

Coming events had forecast their 
shadows in Pamela’s fears. Lord Ed- 
ward’s ambition led him into the vor- 
tex of Irish politics. He became the 
ruling spirit of the Society of United 
Irishmen. He played the same card 
that Sir Roger Casement played. 
Crossing the channel he arranged for 
a French invasion of Ireland, but was 
betrayed. With a_ price of 1,000 
pounds upon his head, he went into 


hiding, contriving now and then to 
steal into Pamela's lodgings and spend 
a happy hour with her. But the night 
after he had returned from one of 
these visits with her his hiding place 
was surrounded. Dagger in hand, he 
flung himself upon his captors but was 
overpowered. 
Died From Wound. 

Pamela sold all of her bridal pres- 
ents and with the money tried to 
bribe his jailers. Vainly she begged 
to be allowed to share his captivity. 
But she was ordered to leave Ireland 
immediately, and but a few days after 
her tearful departure Lord Edward 
died, not at the hand of tke execu- 
tioner but from a wound inflicted by 
one of his captors. She could not re- 
turn to the Duc d’Orleans, that royal 
gentleman had lost his head by the 
guillotine. After numerous wander- 
ings and to save herself from poverty 
in later years she married one Pit- 
cairn, in Hamburg, but he left her in 
want, which she endured until Britain 
relented and allowed her the money 
due from her beloved Lord Edward. 

Spent Last Days in Paris. 

This enabled her to spend her de- 
clining days in comfort in Paris, 
where just before her death, at the 


age of 57, she was described as hav- 
ing been “still admired and. sought 
after; brilliant in society, spirituelle 
and remarkable for liveliness of fancy 
and playfulness of imagination.”

AGAIN BREAKS OUT 


Rebel Forces With Machine 


Guns Besieging Mansion 
of President. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, May 31.— 
(P)\—A pitched battle broke out in 
this capital city of Nicaragua today 
as revolters beseiged the mansion of 
President Juan B. Sacasa. 

The fighting was concentrated about 
Tiseapa Hill, where the presidential 
mansion is located. It was attacked 
by. forces of the national guard from 
the bottom of the hill, which overlooks 
Managua. 

President Sacasa was in the palace 
with a candidate for the presidency in 


forthcoming elections, M. Arguello. 

Former President Moncada was in 
the camp of the national guard atthe 
foot of the hill. General Anastacio 
Somoza, head of the national army, 
who is reported to be at odds with 
the present regime, was said to be in 
Leon. - 

A revolt, which apparently was sup- 
pressed for the time being, broke out 
in Nicaragua three days ago. It was 
concentrated in eastern towns and 
municipal authorities were removed in 
several cities, including Bluefields, im- 
portant Caribbean port. 

There has been open friction be- 
tween President Sacasa, former min- 
ister to Washington, and. General 
Somoza over the coming presidential 
elections. 

A government spokesman § said 


Thursday that rebels within the army 
were attempting to put General Somo- 
za in the presidential palace. 

Army detachments taking part in 
the revolt were trained by United 
States marines, withdrawn in the last 


few years. 

The attack on the fort at Leon was 
said to have been repelled after .a 
bloody combat. 

In another encounter, said dispatch- 
es from Managua, “the national guard 
troops attacked a force under the 
command of General Jose Maria Mon- 
cada, and there were many casualties. 

General Somoza was reported to 
have gained control of a large num- 
ber of cities. Many civilians were said 
have taken refuge hi government 
orts.
